Mideast talks end in disagreement 


ISM AILIA, Egypt (U P I) — Egypt and 
Israel ended their Christmas summit to­ 
day in sharp disagreement that crushed 
hopes for a joint announcement of their 
peace aims. But Israeli Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin returned home and said 
his summit with President Anwar Sadat 
answered his nation’s prayers. 
The two leaders told a news con­ 
ference differences remained on the 
matter of Israeli withdrawal from oc­ 
cupied Arab land and the crucial ques­ 
tion of a Palestinian state. 
Their remarks on the two issues that 


have blocked Middle East peace moves 
for a decade am ounted to an 
acknowledgment of the failure of their 
talks. 
Both sides had hoped for an announce­ 
ment on the “ principles of peace” today 
but Begin said there would be none. But 
on his return to Israel a short time later 
he said the talks had been a success. 
“ If. as I asked before departing, you 
prayed for the success of my mission, 
your prayers were answered,” he said, 
in a nationally televised news con­ 
ference. “ We have given additional 


momentum to the establishment of 
peace in the Middle East.” 
Sadat and Begin pledged to meet 
again, if necessary, but said they were 
turning over their disagreements to two 
joint ministerial committees they set up 
Sunday. 
Sadat later told reporters that Begin 
had failed to make adequate conces­ 
sions, but said there would be no retreat 
in his search for a Middle East peace. 
Sadat said his talks with the Israel’s 
prime minister were not difficult but 
“ there was a disagreement in view­ 


points.” 
Asked if Begin had made concessions, 
Sadat said: "M r. Begin may consider 
that, from his own viewpoint, he made 
concessions but, in my view, he has not.” 
Answering another question on 
whether Israel had taken the “ difficult 
decisions” that Sadat said it should dur­ 
ing his trip to Jerusalem last month, the 
Egyptian leader replied: “ No, not yet.” 
Asked if there was “ room now for a 
retreat from peace,” Sadat said: “ There 
will be no going backward, and all differ­ 
ences can be solved in the committees 


which were set u d .” 
Begin told the Israelis the groups will 
start meeting in Jerusalem and Cairo 
Jan. 14 or 15 and last up to three months. 
The committees — one political and 
one m ilitary alternately chaired by 
cabinet ministers from each country — 
will report to the current Egyptian- 
Israeli peace conference in Cairo. 
The Israeli and Egyptian heads of 
state also upgraded the Cairo conference 
to the ministerial level on the opening 
day of their talks at Sadat’s Ismailia 
residence near the Suez Canal. 


The summit, originally scheduled to 
last one day, was extended until today in 
the expectation of agreement on a joint 
declaration. 


Instead, Begin said, the two leaders 
settled for a reaffirmation of their com­ 
mitment to the vague U N. resolutions 
that followed the 1967 and 1973 Middle 
East wars as a means to “ comprehen­ 
sive peace.” 


Sadat said the United States would 
send representatives to at least the 
political committee. 
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Begin informs Carter 
meet 'very successful' 


W ARNER ROBINS, Ga. (U P I) - 
President Carter said Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin called him to­ 
day to report that talks with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat were “ very suc­ 
cessful.” 
Carter, talking to reporters on the 
steps of Air Force One prior to returning 
to Washington after a five-day Christmas 
vacation in Georgia, also said he did not 
know yet whether Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance would join the talks. 
Asked what he would do to keep the 
momentum of peace talks going, Carter 
replied: “ We’ll do all we can.” 
" I talked to Prime Minister Begin just 
before leaving home” in Plains, Carter 


said. “ He called me to give me a report. 
He said the visit to Ismailia was very 
successful and he was pleased. They set 
up military and political committees to 
continue the work and they will meet for 
the first time Jan. 15 — one in Egypt and 
one in Jerusalem. 
“ Prim e Minister Begin said they 
would like for Secretary Vance to join 
them but I don’t know if he will or not,” 
Carter added. 
After making the comments, Carter 
and his wife, Rosalynn, left on Air Force 
One for Washington, where the presi­ 
dent will prepare for his upcoming 
overseas trip.

Charlie Chaplin dies 
on Christmas Day 


V EV EY, Switzerland (U P I) - Charlie 
Chaplin, the bittersweet “ Little Tramp" 
whose cane and bowlegged shuffle made 
him the master of silent movie com­ 
edies, died in his sleep Christmas Day. 
He was 88 years old 


Chaplin, who was immediately praised 
around the world as “ the greatest come­ 
dian ever," died “ peacefully in his sleep 
from old age ” At his bedside were his 
wife. Oona. and seven of their eight 
children, according to Dr Henri Perrier, 
the family physician 
“ We always celebrated Christmas in a 
big way,” said Mrs. Chaplin, daughter of 
American playwright Eugene O’Neill 
who was married to the London-born ac­ 
tor for 34 years 
“ All the presents were under the 
tree.” she said in a brief and tearful 
telephone conversation. “ Charlie gave so 
much happiness and although he had 
been ill for a long time it is so sad that he 
should have passed away on Christmas 
Day.”

The family went into seclusion and a 
private funeral for close fam ily 
members only was planned for Tuesday 
in Vevey. where the Chaplins lived for 
years in the sprawling Manoir du Ban 
overlooking Lake Geneva. Daughter 
Geraldine, the actress, was at her home 
in Spain but was expected in Vevey to­ 
day. 
In all. Chaplin had 10 children — two 
from his previous three marriages and 
eight with Oona, whom he married when 
she was 18 and he 54 
Knighted Sir Charles by Queen 
Elizabeth in 1975, Chaplin had been con­ 
fined to a wheelchair for the last two 
years, his sight, speech and hearing fail- 
ingBorn April 16. 1889, in London, Chaplin 
was the son of music hall performers 
who separated when he was a boy. He 
and his half-brother spent part of their 
childhood in an orphanage 
“ There were floggings, deprivations 
and solitary confinements,” Chaplin 
recalled years later, “ but even when I 
was in the orphanage ... I thought of 
myself as the greatest actor in the 
world." 
He may well have been. 
"He was like Adam, the primogenitor 
of all who came after him,” said Italian 
film director Federico Fellini. “ I ac­ 
cepted him like a fact of nature, like 
snow in the winter and the sea in sum­ 
mer. like the baby Jesus." 
French President Valery Giscard 
D Estaing said Chaplin “ expressed bet­ 
ter than anyone the bittersw eet 
melancholy of our time ... He mixed 
smiles and tears of all those who 
marveled at his prodigious talent." 
Sir Laurence Olivier said Chaplin 
would be remembered “ as the greatest 
comedian ever." 


Christmas morning with Sadat and Begin 
in Ismailia and said then he was getting 
reports “ a couple of times a day” on the 
Middle East summit talks. 
“ I relayed a message to them that they 
have my best wishes and support, and 
the whole world awaits the peace they 
can bring on on this Christmas Day,” 
said Carter 
The president, who often dressed in 
blue jeans and sweaters during his visit 
home, said he also was preparing for his 
overseas trip, which begins Thursday. 
“ I’ve already studied Poland, Iran and 
India,” said Carter as he walked back to 
his ranchstyle home from a visit to Alton 
“ Uncle 
Buddy” 
Carter, 89-yearold 
brother of Carter’s late father. 
The president said he would later 
review briefing material on Saudi 
Arabia, France and Belgium, the other 
countries he will visit. 
While Carter was not expected to ex­ 
pand his overseas trip to include ad­ 
ditional meetings with Middle Eastern 
leaders, it was still possible he could 
meet with Syrian President Hafez Assad 
— one of the critics of Sadat’s one-man 
statesmanship. 
Carter already plans a meeting in Iran 
with Jordan’s King Hussein, who also 
has not endorsed the separate Sadat- 
Begin talks 


Pilgrims pray 
for peace in 
Bethlehem

Israeli-occupied 
Jordan (U P I) — Thousands of pilgrims 
prayed for peace on earth on Christmas 
Day. Two hundred miles away, a Jew 
and a Moslem talked about peace in the 
Middle East. 
An estimated 12,000 pilgrims people 
jammed Manger Square for the midnight 
mass Saturday that marked the high 
point of the celebration of Jesus’ birth in 
the little town of Bethlehem. 
Their prayers for peace, led by Msgr. 
Giacomo Beltritti, the Latin patriarch of 
Jerusalem, went on despite a hand 
grenade explosion that injured no one 
and caused little damage, and occasional 
drunken fights. 
“ It’s really beautiful,” said the Rev. 
Mario de Secco of Chicago. 
Msgr. Beltritti said the midnight mass 
in St Catherine’s Church, next door to 
the underground Grotto of the Nativity, 
believed to be the birthplace of Jesus 
Christ. 
He ended the ceremony — shown on 
closed-circuit television against the out­ 
side wall of a police station — by wrapp­ 
ing a plaster statuette of the Christchild 
in swaddling clothes and placing it on a 
silver star that, according to tradition, 
marks Christ’s exact birthplace 
Two hundred miles to the southwest, 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
met in Ismailia, Egypt, to negotiate a 
settlement to end 29 years of Arab- 
Israeli conflict.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Eighty-three 
million federal income tax forms en 
route to American taxpayers show some 
changes including simplified calcula­ 
tions and forms in pastels — pink and 
baby blue. 
The Internal Revenue Service, in an 
annual postChristmas ritual, sends the 
forms Tuesday, the first government 
work day since Christmas Tax returns 
traditionally are due April 15. 
“ We always wait to mail the forms un­ 
til after Christmas,” an IRS spokesman 
said “ It would be heartless to have them 
arrive before then." 
The forms for the first time are 
printed in pastels. The 1040A “ short 
form” is soft pink and the 1040 “ long 
form" comes in baby blue 
The estimated 40 million persons using 
the short form find it greatly simplified, 
with only 15 lines to fill out. The 1976 
forms had 25 lines to complete. 
Reduction in the number of lines will 
cut paperwork by about 70 million hours, 
10 percent less than in last year, the IRS 
estimates 
The short form for the first time also 
requires no multiplication — only addi­ 
tion and subtraction The IRS discovered 
one million multiplication mistakes on 
short forms last year and 1.7 million 
such errors on long forms. 
The long form has undergone changes, 
too Taxpayers in the past had to flip the 
form back and forth to complete it 
properly, but not this year. 
The new form allows taxpayers to 
proceed straight down the front page, 
turn it over to the back and complete 
their calculations. 
The final determination on whether 
taxes are owned or a refund is due is 
made at the bottom of the back page, in­ 
stead of on the front of the 1040. 
Some other changes have been adopted 
for the 1977 returns: 


—A single individual must now file a 
return if gross income is $2,950, com­ 
pared to $2,450 last year. Married 
persons filing a joint return must file if 
their combined gross income is $4,700 or 
more. Last year’s figure was $3,600 A 
qualifying widow or widower must file a 
return if gross income is $3,950 or more, 
compared to $2,850 in 1976 
—You must hold property for more 
than nine months to receive long-term 
capital gain or loss treatment. The 
former holding period was six months. 
The holding period extends to 12 months 
in 1978 
—The net capital loss that may reduce 
ordinary income has increased from 
$1,000 last year to $2,000 this year. 


—The standard mileage rate for 
business use of an automobile has in­ 
creased from 15 cents to 17 cents for the 
first 15,000 miles 


— The rule allowing a dependency ex­ 
emption to a noncustodial parent, who 
provides $1,200 or more support for one 
or more children, has been changed to 
require $1,200 support for each child.

It's about his jojoba nuts," 
the caller said 
The secretary’s mouth drop­ 
ped open with a "Huh‘>” 
Few people have heard about 
the jojoba, pronounced "ho- 
HOH-buh ” But this hardy 
desert shrub with its oil-rich 
nuts promises to become a 
major California agri-business. 
As almost no other crop, 
jojobas can grow in hot, dry 
areas with little irrigation and 
no fertilizer 
Jojo ba is an eco lo g ist’s 
delight 
The desert bush 
produces the only known oil 
with the same chemical proper­ 
ties as that of the sperm whale 
an endangered species 
Jojoba's pure high-grade oil 
more a liquid wax — is 
colorless, odorless, non-toxic 
And as George Washington 
Carver found hundreds of uses 


for the peanut, researchers are 
ever adding to the list of jojoba 
o il's p o te n tia l 
uses 
in 
medicines, cosmetics, lubri­ 
cants, 
plastics, 
detergents, 
polishing waxes, cooking oils 
A seven millimeter vial of 
pure jojoba oil sells for $3 95 at 
a local health store, a four- 
ounce bottle of Jojoba Super 
Shampoos sells for $10.95 
Ads claim the oil grows hair 
on bald heads and is an old In­ 
dian secret for glowing skin 
As a replacement for sperm 
whale oil, jojoba could be used 
in making linoleum, inks, 
carbon ribbons, varnishes and 
chewing gum 


Jojoba oil could be used in 
making penicillin 
Also, pill 
coatings, disinfectants and oint­ 
ments Westmghouse Electric 
Corp is said to be making an 
implantable artificial human 
heart that will be lubricated by 
jojoba oil 
Studies indicate the nut in­ 
hibits the appetite, and may 
lead to the first natural diet 
pill

Mother Earth News, an en­ 
vironm entalist’s magazine, 
gushes over the seemingly 
wondrous qualities of jojoba in 
a recent article "Can this un­ 
assuming little desert shrub 
really save the world?” 
Jojoba, the magazine says, 
someday could be grown and its 
nuts harvested by peasants in 
hot. arid lands such as Indian. 
Africa and South America. 
But growing jojoba is still an 
experiment, the way solar 
heating is to the energy 
business 
About a dozen Lompocans are 
taking part in this experiment, 
growing one-half to several 
acres of jojoba 
They are not hard-core 
farmers, some are first-time. 
They do have some arid land 
they know is ‘‘no good for 
anything 
e ls e ,” 
as C ecil 
Rosauer says 
So they have 
nothing to lose but some time 
and about 180 plants per acre 
The way jojoba planter Leroy 
Randall looks at it, though. 
"You can blow that much on a 
weekend in Las Vegas " 
Randall finds growing jojoba 
sort of a gamble " I t ’s a wild 
plant You put it in the ground 
and you hope,” he says. He 
planted his jojobas this summer 
on poor soil off Tularosa Road 
"You just can’t help 'em. 
Some I put out in the open are 
doing fine — others in the open 
have died Some I put under the 
trees are doing just great, 
others died 
No fertilizer is known to work 
on jojoba Randall says he tried 
some goat manure on his 
plants, and killed off half of 
them 
Hubert Linebarger says about 
90 percent of his year-old acre 
of jojoba is alive and growing — 
though slowly About three in­ 
ches tall when he planted them, 
they now stand at six or seven 
inches 
Jojoba, found growing wild in 
the d e se rts of A riz o n a , 
Southern and Baja California, 
grows to from two to six feet 
high, sometimes ten According 
to studies on jojoba, the plants 
live and produce nuts for 
between 100 and 200 years 
The male and female jojobas 
mature at about age one-and-a- 
half Then the male flings a 
pollen into the wind and fer­ 
tilizes the female jojoba, which 
produces the nuts 
Although the jojoba can 
thrive with only about five in­ 
ches of rainfall yearly, growers 
say the plant when young should 
be watered weekly 
L in e b a rg e r’s irrig a tio n 
system helps 
(Other local 
growers tell of having to lug 
water to the field and watering 
plants by hand). He’s also 
placed chicken-wire cylinders 
around each of his jojobas to 
protect them from deer, which 
find the plant tasty 
Marie Brogan, an uprooted 
P h ila d e lp h ia n , sa ys her 
several-month-old jojobas are 
“ valiantly holding their own " 
But they seem so small and 
tinged with brown, they cause 
her constant worry This is her 
first attempt at farming 
"W e ’re all in a state of 
suspended animation." Brogan 
says of the lo ca l jojoba 
growers 
" I t ’s hit or miss 
whether they grow ” 
Dr Yermanos Demetrios is 
an agriculture professor at the 
University of California at 
Riverside 
He says that jojoba as a 
viable crop “ looks promising, 
but we're still a long way from 
considering it a sure thing ” 
Dr 
Yerm anos has been 
studying jojobas for the past 16 
years, since he came to River­ 
side 
Next Semptember. he 
says, his school will sponsor an 
International Conference of 
Jojoba 
For now. interested citizens 
may visit the Jojoba Center at 
855 Linden Ave 
in Car- 
pineteria. which conducts 
weekly seminars on jojoba, 
featuring 
slide presentations 
and product displays.

ATLANTA 
(U P I) - An 
Austrian-born 
hijacker who 
tried to use a dummy pistol and 
a fake bomb to force an Eastern 
Airlines jet to Cuba Sunday was 
stunned by a surprise blow 
from an FBI agent and arrested 
after 2.5 hours of negotiations 
Nikolai Wischnewsky, 32. is 
scheduled for a rraig n m e n t 
before a federal m agistrate 
Tuesday on air piracy charges 


T he E a s te r n c re w sa id 
Wischnewsky. the only passen­ 
ger in first class as Flight 688 
approached Atlanta from Jack­ 
sonville Sunday morning, sent 
an "incoherent” note to the 
cockpit demanding that the DC- 
9. carrying 35 passengers and a 
crew of four, turn around and 
head for Cuba 
The hijacker brandished a 
pistol and a small black box he 
said was a "detonator” wired 
to explosives taped to his leg 


The jet. which was short of 
fuel, landed at Hartsfield Inter­ 
national Airport and taxied to a 
deserted apron where most of 
the women and children were 
allowed off — leaving 15 pas­ 


sengers and one pilot on board 


A few more passengers were 
let off during the 2.5 hours of 
negotiations.before FBI agents 
Don Cochran and Frank Pick­ 
ens and A tlanta police Lt. 
William Collier subdued the 
hijacker when he momentarily 
took his hand off the "detona­ 
tor.” 


"They'd negotiated to the 
point that there were six or 
eight passengers still on board, 
when one of our agents dis­ 
tracted him m omentarily and 
the other agent was able to sub­ 
due him ." said FBI agent Ed 
Pistev 


“ He never sat down He kept 
the device in his left hand, his 
thumb in one particular spot” 
said Cochran, who brought the 
detonator — a portable radio — 
and tiny sta rte r’s pistol with a 
plugged barrel to a news brief­ 
ing "H esaid ifh e d ro p p e d it.it 
would go off " 


Wischnewsky was booked into 
the Fulton County Jail on air 
piracy charges If convicted, he 
could face life in prison 


A u t h o r i ti e s 
s a id 
Wischnewsky lived in Mahwah, 
N.J.. for 25 years before mov­ 
ing to Pearl River. N.Y., about 
18 months ago. He served a 
prison term for a 1965 arm ed 
robbery and also was arrested 
in 1975 on assault and battery 
charges. He was listed as a 
fugitive from justice in New 
York State in 1976 
Flight 688 was bound from 
M iami to Indianapolis with 
stops in Jacksonville, where 
W ischnewsky boarded, and 
Atlanta 
Eastern spokesman Carolyn 
Wills said the hijacker’s note 
"w as about freeing children in 
Cuba." She and Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration spokesman 
Jack Barker both described the 
hijacker as "incoherent ” 
FBI Special Agent Jam es 
Dunn said Wischnewsky was 
taken first to Grady Memorial 
Hospital for treatm ent of an un­ 
determined medical problem, 
which Dunn said may have been 
alcohol-or drug-related He said 
the hijaker "consumed some 
alcohol" during the flight from 
Jacksonville

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The word 'ecology' is new to 
most people using it today. Ac­ 
tually, the word has been 
around longer than any of its 
users 
Its contemporary pop­ 
ularity comes from its recent 
surge in importance 
“ The age of ecology began on 
the desert outside Almagordo, 
New Mexico, on July 16, 1945, 
with a dazzling fireball of light 
and a swelling mushroom cloud 
of radioactive gases,” says 
Donald Worster, Associate 
Professor of American Studies 
at the University of Hawaii. 
He makes the statement in a 
new book, ‘‘Nature's Econo­ 
my." recently published by 
Sierra Club Books of San Fran­ 
cisco ($15). 
He notes that the word 
preceded that deed 
“ The term 'ecology' did not 
appear until 1866, and it took 
almost another hundred years 
for it to enter the vernacular 
The study of the E a rth ’s 
household of life has opened not 
one but many doors My inten­ 
tion here is to ask Who opened 
them'*“ 
The author divides his book 
into five parts 
- Book One 
deals with the parson-naturalist 
Gilbert White and the great 
Swedish “ man of flowers, Carl 
Linnaeus ” 
Book Two tells the theories of 
Henry David Thoreau, who was 
the chief exponent of “ Roman­ 
tic ecology " Book Three deals 
with Charles Darwin and the 
maturing of ecology as a 
science. And Book Four has 
Frederic Clements and the 
"climax" theory of vegetation 
Book Five finally has A 
N 
Whitehead and the idea of the 
ecosystem and its relation to 
energy physics 
"Ecology today is not a single 
approach to n a t u r e ; it 
embraces many approaches.” 
Worster says 
"In their turn from fallout, 
pesticides, overpopulation, this 
discovery of nature's vulnera­ 
bility came as so great a shock 
that 
for many Britons and 
Americans, the only appropri­ 
ate response was talk of revolu­ 
tion 
“ Ecology, like the whole of 
science, has been a house with 
many doors, some leading to 
one view of nature, some to 
another 
philosopher William 
James wrote

Planning Commission actions 
Classes added to Lompoc Adult School 


The County Planning Com­ 
mission has taken the following 
actions: 
Approved use of a trailer as a 
single family dwelling for a 
farm employee on Curragh 
Stock Farms, 1862 Mora Ave , 
Santa Ynez area, and also found 
two other trailers on the 
property to be legal non- 
conforming uses. Attorney 
George Allen, counsel for ranch 
owner Peg Goemans, said the 
trailers were needed to house 
employees who cared for 85 
thoroughbred horses on the 83- 
acre property. The operation 
couldn't be continued without 
em ployees livin g on the 
property, and there wasn't 
moderate income housing in the 
area for such employees, he ad­ 
ded. 
C o m m issio n e r 
S ta n le y 
Radom, of Santa Ynez Valley, 
who moved for approval, said it 
also was impractical that the 
employee housing be scattered 


about the ranch. “ This is one of 
the few outfits running in the 
black in the Santa Ynez Valley, 
and this is what it takes to 
make it operate,” he stated. He 
felt that to “ pull two trailers 
out fails to recognize how to use 
this agricultural land.” Two 
trailers dating back to 1958 are 
in the management complex 
close to the stables to allow 
help to be on hand for foaling 
and fire watch. The motion for 
approval calls on the applicant 
to negotiate with the Fire 
Department as to fire preven­ 
tion requirements

In two colorful ceremonies Dec 15, 
one Hindu and one American, Gita Patel, 
daughter of Thakorbhai and Induben 
Patel, 528 North H Street, was married 
to Dilip, son of Naranbhai and Laxmiben 
Patel of San Francisco 
The ceremonies were performed 
between the hours of 11 a m and 1 p m. 
on the stage of the Veterans Memorial 
Building 
Officiating over the Hindu ceremony 
was Joshi Bhupendra T., of Bakersfield 
and San Francisco the onlv brahmin, 
(priesti in the United States who can 
p erfo rm the tra d itio n a l Hindu 
ceremonies of birth, marriage or death 
A large heart outlined in gold tinsel, 
and pierced by a colored tinsel arrow 
separating the names of the bride and 
groom, was affixed to the back wall of 
the stage facing the congregation of 
some 450 people attending the 
ceremonies 
Paper bells and streamers decorated 
overhead and traditional recorded Indian 
music filled the air 
The stage was set with two sofas 
covered by deep-pink velvet throws fac­ 
ing one another on either side of a small 
table used as an altar containing a small 
amount of food, a symbolic part of the 
ceremony. 
How spiced sweet tea diluted with milk 
was served to the congregation as they 
waited for the ceremony to begin 
Meanwhile, a little ceremony took 
place outside, where the white-suited 
brahmin wrapped string seven times 
around the groom while his sister passed 
a small container of holy water over his 
head 
Around his neck was a lei of fresh car­ 
nations and he carried a large bouquet of 
mixed flowers. 
The groom and his entourage then 
proceeded to the stage and was seated on 
the sofa at the right; the groom’s uncle, 
Vender Patel in beige tuxedo matching 
that of the groom, then the groom, and 
on his other side his sister Niruben in 
sari of dark green silk 
The ceremony began with the priest 
applying a tilak (mark) of red paste 
(called kum-kum > to the foi »-heads of the 
groom's wedding party; then a few 


grains of rice, the staple of life. 
The priest then gave small sip of ghi 
(clarified butter) to the groom and a lit­ 
tle in his hand as the groom’s sister pas­ 
sed a small urn of holy water over his 
head 
She lighted incense and the priest con­ 
tinued chanting to music while at certain 
times during the chant, he gave them 
small bits of food which were fed back to 
the altar set up on the table between the 
two sofas 
A cloth was raised between the sofas, 
blocking the view of one from the other 
as the bridal procession made its way 
down the aisle and members took their 
places on the sofa to the left of the stage 
Gowned in a sari of white silk with red 
and gold borders, the bride was joined on 
the left by her uncle Ganpati, and on the 
right by her sister Daksha Patel, wear­ 
ing a sari of purple silk 
The bride also wore a lei of fresh 
flowers about her neck and carried a 
fresh bouquet 
One end of the cord, previously wrap­ 
ped around the groom’s neck by the 
priest, was passed under the cloth 
separating him from the bride and 
looped around her neck as her sister 
waved a small urn of holy water over her 
head 
The priest then joined their hands and 
wrapped them with scarves which he had 
knotted together (the sumbolic tying of 
the knot) 
After a necklace was placed around 
the bride’s neck, the priest sounded a 
gong which signified that the marriage 
ceremony had been completed and the 
cloth was dropped so that they might see 
one another. 
Their hands were unwrapped, but each 
continued to hold one end of the tied 
scarves, as they exchanged flower leis 
around each other s necks, and a holy 
fire of burning ghi was lighted on the 
altar by the priest 
The ceremony continued as the bride 
and groom walked around the altar four 
times, the knotted scarves tied between 
them and the cord wound about both of 
their necks 
Small amounts of rice given to them by 
the priest were thrown into the fire and, 


finally, they sat on the sofa to the right of 
the stage together where they were 
joined, little by little, by relatives and 
friends bringing their blessings and gifts. 


The bride, groom, and mother of the 
bride share a sweet (kansan following 
more chanting by the priest. 
Then all proceeded outdoors for a 
prayer to the sun that all goes well which 
concluded the formal Hindu ceremony. 
The civil ceremony immediately 
followed with the Rev John Eby of First 
Baptist Church taking his place on the 
stage where the priest first applied a 
tilak of kum-kum to his forehead 


Standing with the bride for the brief 
ceremony was the bride’s sister. 
Daksha. who would remain with her until 
she left for her father-in-law's house, and 
her uncle G 
K 
Patel of London. 
England 
Witnesses for the groom were his 
brother-in-law. Amrat C Patel of San 
Leandro and his sister Niruben A Patel 
Following both ceremonies, complete 
curry dinners prepared by five Bhakta 
Samsge women friends of the bride’s 
family from Los Angeles were served by 
the men to all in attendance 
The bride’s mother wore a turquoise 
silk sari with gold border. 
Mother of the groom’s sari also was of 
turquoise silk with gold embroidery. 
About 100 of the groom's out-of-town 
relatives and friends were among the 
wedding guests 
Included in approximately 40 of the 
bride’s out-of-town guests were Mahesh 
Tribidi Chicago.

Airport operators hope for 
funding toward new ramp, 


By King Merrill 


Hopes for federal funds to 
provide new ramp and taxiway 
construction at Santa Ynez 
Valiev Airport have been ex­ 
pressed bv Shy and Dave Smith, 
fixed base operators of the 
facility 
Chances are 95 percent or 
better, according to the Smith s 
that improvements would be 
approved for 1978 Included in 
the project will be a hard sur­ 
face ramp for all existing tran­ 
sient tiedown areas plus the dirt 
area north of the existing 
asphalt ramp 
Also the taxiway would be 
completed and the gravel sec­ 
tion of the Valley Aerostar s 
roadway would be paved 
If approved, the construction 
would greatly enhance the 
operation of the airport 
Ac­ 
cording to the Smiths, a major 
problem facing the airport staff 
and those making use of the 
facility has been the great 
amount of unpaved and parking 
sections for the aircraft and the 
unpaved taxiways. Both cause 
d a m a g e to p l a n e s when 
propellers churn the dirt and 
gravel, throwing it into other 
planes as well as the operating 
aircraft 
Also, the unpaved parking 
area becomes a quagmire dur­ 
ing rain, causing the staff to 
spend great efforts, many in- 
novatice getting the planes out 
of the mud once they are 
pa rked 


The entrance roadway is 
paved most of the way through 
the facility except for a section 
currently gravel from just past 
the terminal building to the 
Aerostar hangar area 
From 
that point, the roadway is again 
paved to the hangars on the 
west end ol the property The 
unpaved section is to be in­ 
cluded in the 1978 improve- 


ments 
The Smiths also noted the ad­ 
dition ot six parking spaces in 
l he tiedow n section, a c ­ 
complished bv juggling the 
planes into a tight parking pat­ 
tern 
it was said 
However, 
parking spaces remain at a 
premium 


Recent high winds and the 
resultant problems of keeping 
the parked aircraft in position 
has given added importance to 
the Smith s request to perma­ 
nent tiedown customers for 
cable clamps to keep chains and 
planes irom shifting sideways 
Each aircraft will also be 
required to be tied down at the 
tail is well it was noted 


Water leakage problems, not 
noticed until the first rains of a 
season, have been mentioned as 
preventable if plane owners 
would check their aircraft at 
the Iirst available chance dur­ 
ing a rainfall The Smiths have 
issued a reminder that rubber 
seals and sealing compounds 
may have dried and cracked 
during the lengthv drv period

Even when students of 
nearby Northwestern Uni­ 
versity deposit their empties 
on the lawn of the national 
headquarters 
here, 
the 
membership’s 
resolve 
re­ 
mains firm. “ Total absti­ 
nence is a positive way of 
life,’’ says Edith Stanley, 
union president. “ That is 


still the banner we carry.” 
But if the fight continues, 
the tactics have changed. 
Mrs. Stanley says the mili­ 
tancy of some early enthusi­ 
asts, notably the axe-wield­ 
ing Carrie Nation, is no 
longer in vogue. One reason, 
perhaps, is that the majority 
of WCTU members are now 
well past the age when 
storming saloons was stimu­ 
lating. 
Instead, today's strategy 
involves education and legis­ 
lation. And in this regard, 


Mrs. Stanley insists all is not 
yet lost. Only recently, Utah 
created a 
law requiring 
health warning labels on 
alcoholic beverages. Also, 
U.S. Rep. George Brown (D- 
Calif.) Has proposed elimi­ 
nation of advertising tax 
deductions for brewers. 
Beyond this, WCTU activ­ 
ists believe their education 
campaign has been at least 
partly responsible for the 
marked shift in U.S. drink­ 
ing habits. Light drinks such 
as wine are increasing in 
sales, while hard liquor pro­ 
duction is off. In 1960 the 
average value of proof con­ 
sumed was 89.1; today it is 
80.6. 
Clearly, 
the 
trend 
is 
toward 
casual 
alcoholic 


refreshments, 
and 
two- 
fisted drinking may be on 
the wane. Citizens of the 
early 
19th century often 
started drinking at break­ 
fast (per capita consump­ 
tion was a whopping 7.1 
gallons 
a 
year); 
today 
Americans spend less of 
their income on booze than 
ever before. 
This isn’t to say the na­ 
tional appetite has been 
curbed. Ear from it, says 
Mrs. Stanley. Seven of 10 
adults drink at least periodi­ 
cally. 
I*arge numbers of 
teenagers, often with paren­ 
tal 
encouragement, 
are 
switching from pot to the 
bottle. And there are be­ 
tween 
5 and 
14 
million 
alcoholics. 


Yet 
after 
a 
century’s 
struggle, the W CTU is noth­ 
ing if not hopeful. It contin­ 
ues to keep chapters in 
every state but Hawaii. Its 
membership of 250,000 quali­ 
fies it as one of the largest 
group movements in 
the 
nation 
And officers insist 
they’re not too old to re­ 
jigger their computers when 
necessary. 
Mrs. Stanley says today’s 
temperance activist must be 
flexible at the front. Booze is 
just part of the battle. The 
overall concern is “ the pres­ 
ervation of the fam ily," thus 
the union is concerned with a 
multiplicity of modern evils; 
pornography is as bad as 
liquor, child abuse may be 
even worse. 


Unionists feel the sins are 
interrelated. One indulgence 
leads to another. Sinclair 
Lewis said it; a man takes a 
drink, the drink takes anoth­ 
er, then the drink takes the 
man. W CTU believes the 
same m ay be said of TV sex, 
permissive parents, aban­ 
donment of religious values, 
even cigarette smoking. 
So it is, 
the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Un­ 
ion 
is 
now 
unashamedly 
against most of the things 
other Americans are for 
But if it is out of fashion, it 
refuses to go out of sight. 
Mrs. Stanley says Crimson 
Sparkle should be had with 
finger sandwiches, and set 
on a green or red cloth under 
lace.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) 
Dr Fitzhugh Dodson says it ’s 
tim e for mousy mothers and 
doormat dads to stop being 
parental pushovers and stand 
up for their rights 
Dodson, author of the best 
sellers “ How to F ather" and 
“ How to P arent," outlines his 
manifesto for the reassertion of 
the rights of parents in his 
latest book 
How to Discipline 
with Love" 
In a recent interview, the 54- 
vea r o 1 d 
p s y c h o lo g is t 
chronicled the rise of child 
tyranny 
the permissive era. 
and the decline of parental 
authority in the home 
■ As 1 was growing up we 
heard the saying ‘ch ild ren 
should be seen and not heard.’ 
We also heard the statement 
don’t contradict me I ’m your 
parent 
This is what we called 
the authoritarian era," he said 
"And then the first massive 
change in this came with the 
publication of Dr 
(Benjamin) 
Spock’s book ("Baby and Child 
Care") in 1946 when the old 
authoritarian era began to dis­ 
appear and he began to teach 
parents to take a more relaxed 
attitude toward their children, 
to look at them as human be­ 
ings. to respect the rights of the 
child to his own thoughts and 
feelings and so on 
Now Dr 
Spock has been 
called by many people the 
father of the permissive era 
and f think this is wrong and un­ 
fair 
I do not think Dr Spock 
was 
particularly 
permissive, 
certainly not as permissive as 
other people thought he was 
I think the problem was that 
D r Spock was vague in much of 
what he wrote about children 
For example, he never defined 
exactly what he meant by 
punishment so you didn’t know 
whether he meant grounding 
the child scolding him. spank­ 
ing him or what have you 
"So Dr Spock acted, more or 
less, like a psychological ink 
blot test in that parents read 
into him what they wanted to 
see and a lot of parents began to 
bt afraid of being firm with 
their children for fear their kids 
wotildn t love them and they 
used Dr Spock as a ju stifica ­ 
tion for that So, for lack of a 
better term, we had for a long 
time the era of permissivenes- 
s. 
What resulted, said Dodson, 
was i 
lot of parents walking 
<>n eggshells around the kids 
and rou hear parents say to one 
siH)»h**r io vou think what I did 
was right*’ ’ Parents are so 
terribly 
afraid they’ll 
make 
somt mistake in raising chil­ 
dren w hich w ill m ake the 
children turn out very badly 
This, Dodson maintains, is a 
bunch of poppycock and has 
resulted in arrogant, unman- 
nered children with no respect 
for their elders Parents have 
rights, too. 
lake the right to be the 
authority in their home, the 
right to make mistakes, the 
right to take vacations from be­ 
ing a parent," he says. “ The 
right to be a fallible human be­ 
ing who gets cross, who gets an- 
noved, who has bad days, who is 
down in the dumps at times 
The right to be irrational The 
right to have the fam ily be 
marriage-centered rather than 
child-centered." 
Dodson is not advocating a 
return to woodshed beatings or 
reliance on "common sense’* 
and he borrows a quote from 
Albert 
Kinstein in defining 
common sense "as that layer of 
prejudices that has been laid 
down in the mind by the age of 
18 " 


Alaska tops states' tax burden 


CHICAGO (U P I) - Alaska 
replaced New York in fiscal 
1976 at the top of the per capita 
state-local tax burden, with a 
high of $1,896 New York had 
topped the list for 10 straight 
years. 


Fiscal 1976 saw Americans 
pay an average of $731 in taxes 
to state and local governments 
a jum p of $67 per person 
from the previous period, says 
a Commerce Clearing House 
report on the latest Census 
Bureau data 


Per capita state-local tax 


burdens in fiscal 
1976 grew 
heavier in every state, but 
Arkansas retained the lowest 
figure, $454 
Property taxes in Alaska, 
CCH said, shot up to $400 
m illion in fiscal 1976 from $76 
m illion in fiscal 1975 


New York, in second place at 
$1,140. was the only other state 
to pass the $1,000 m ark C alifor­ 
nia ($964) nosed out Hawaii 
i $935 ' and the D is tric t of 
Columbia ($924) for third place. 
Massachusetts ($903) was the 
onlv other state with a state- 


local per capita tax burden in 
excess of $900 
At the bottom of the scale, 
nine states had per capita state- 
local tax burdens under $550 — 
Alabama. Arkansas, Georgia, 
Kentucky. 
Mississippi, North 
C a rolin a. O klahom a, South 
Carolina and Tennessee 
The median state-local per 
capita tax burden was $671. a 
$59 jum p from fiscal 1975 The 
fiscal 1976 median state was 
Maine 
Increases in state-local per 
capita tax burdens over those of 
fiscal 1975 ranged from a low of 


$8 in Indiana to a high of $1,054 
in Alaska Besides Alaska, four 
states had increases of $100 or 
more. Other than Indiana, no 
states had increases of $25 or 
less, said CCH, which added 
that in the previous period 13 
states had increases of $25 or 
less. 
Total state and local tax 
co lle ctio n s fo r fis c a l 
1976 
amounted to $156.8 billion, up 
109 percent from the prior 
period. CCH said the 1976 
figures represent a jum p of 
more than 100 percent from the 
revenue collected for fiscal 1969 


— $76.71 billion. 
California took the lead from 
New York by bringing $20 75 
billion in tax revenues into its 
state and local government cof­ 
fers. New York closely followed 
with $20 61 billion. Illinois near­ 
ly reached the $8 65 b illio n 
mark and Pennsylvania also 
topped the $8 billion plateaq, 
bringing in $8 11 billion 
Thirty-four states currently 
com prise the "b illio n a ire s 
c lu b , c o n s is tin g of state« 
collection at least $1 billion 
from state and local sources in 
taxes. CCH said

Yoga temple plans set to be revised 
T THE PRESENT time

" 
“ AT THE PRESENT time, 
there are about 60 pending ap­ 
p lic a tio n s for new bank 
charters in California.” 
“ Applications before the 
State Banking Department are 
averaging about three per 
week.” 
These facts were brought to 
light by Jack Taufer, Deputy 
S uperintendent of Banks, 
C alifornia 
S tate 
Banking 
Department. Taufer’s remarks 
were made during the morning 
session of the Seventh Annual 
Symposium of Independent 
Bank Directors, sponsored by 
Mid-State Bank. 
This year’s conference was 
held at the Goleta Holiday Inn, 
near Santa Barbara. The day­ 
long sessio n focused on 
“ Independent Banking: A Vic­ 
tim of Progress.” 
Taufer touched on a serious 
p roblem facing banks in 
California, the problem of bank 
proliferation. Proliferation 
must be distinguished from 
competition which is healthy 
for the marketplace. 
Because of state and federal 
regulations, banking does not 
operate in as free a market as 
does small business. Banks that 
fail or show poor performance, 
for whatever reason, generally 
do not close their doors and 
c e a se to o p e ra te . T hese 
problem banks are usually 
forced to merge with larger 
banks whose financial and 
m anagerial 
resources can 
weather whatever problems 
created the poor performance 
record 
In this situation, the com­ 
munity looses its independent 
bank, and a larger bank gains 
another branch. This case 
emphasizes the California State 
Banking Department's respon­ 
sibility in analyzing any state 
charted bank’s marketability. 
However, in many cases, 
there is only limited informa­ 
tion exchanged between the 
State and Federal governments 
during the application process. 
And while the State authorizes 
state bank charters, Federal 
agencies have the authority to 
approve ap p lic a tio n s for 
national charters. 
In addition to T au fer’s 
remarks about the changing 
banking environment, 
bank 
directors were alerted to the 
possibilities of take-over at­ 
tempts and tender offers 
David Vordermark, Presi­ 
dent of Community National 
Bank, Bakersfield, and Edward 
Evans, President of Valley 
National Bank, Salinas, related 
their personal and professional 
experiences of defending their 
banks against takeover at­ 
tempts 
V orderm ark 
successfully 
turned away persistent efforts 
by C. Arnholt Smith to gain con­ 
trolling interest in Community 
N ational Bank. 
E vans is 
currently embroiled in litiga­ 
tion with First National Bank of 
San Jose, which made an un- 
nannounced tender offer for 
Valley National stock 
During the luncheon session, 
Lloyd Johnson, President of the 
California Bankers Association 
and Executive Vice President 
of Security Pacific National 
Bank, discussed banking's role 
in the legislative arena. 
According to Johnson, the 
piost important legislation af­ 
fecting banking today concerns 
proposals to regulate electronic 
fu n d s 
tr a n s f e r 
sy s te m s 
fEFTS). He said the general 
public does not understand 
EFTS because they haven’t 
been given enough information, 
and he said, most legislators 
are confused about the concept. 
! Many people, Johnson said, 
equate EFTS with credit card 
tr a n s a c t io n s . 
b u t 
he 
emphasized the difference 
between credit cards and EFTS 
is the same as the difference 
between credit cards and per­ 
sonalized checks The check is a 
debit slip while EFTS uses a 
"debit card " 
Johnson said we should be en­ 
couraging electronic funds 
transfer systems because they 
will ultimately save the con­ 
sumer money by simplifying 
check cashing and check 
processing 
The present labor-intensive 
method of handling checks and 
credits is projected to rise 


d ram atically in the next 
decade. EFTS, Johnson said, 
will reduce the increasing 
maintenance cost for each 
customer’s account. 
As President of the California 
Bankers Association, Johnson 
is interested in legislation that 
protects consumer rights, while 
at the same time allowing 
EFTS to develop and grow into 
a viable part of our economy. 
“ It would be very unfortunate 
to have restrictive legislation 
which blocked development and 
improvement of the EFTS con­ 
cept," Johnson said.

A proposed 35-foot high, pink- 
colored Yoga temple in the 
foothills just off bustling San 
M a r c o s 
P a s s 
H ighw ay 
northwest of Santa Barbara 
drew varied reactions — mostly 
negative — from area residents 
last week at a county en­ 
vironmental impact review 
hearing. 
Testimony from homeowners 
living below the proposed lotus­ 
like shrine of the Integral Yoga 
Institute of California, Inc. 
objected to its being in full view 
above a ridge, and expressed 
concern at traffic problems 
that could be generated by 
curious tourists putting on the 
brakes at seeing the structure 
while hurtling over the pass. 


When A lbert R eynolds, 
acting-director of the new 
County Department of En­ 
vironmental Resources advised 
Yoga agent John Watson he 
could either revise plans to 
meet concerns or face the ex­ 
pense of an environmental im­ 
pact report, Watson readily 
agreed to a month’s con­ 
tinuance of the hearing to plan 
revisions. 
The Yoga Institute operates a 
lemon and avocado farm com­ 
prising 62 acres at 1706 San 
Marcos Pass Road, just above 
San Antonio Creek Road. The 
meditation center as proposed 
for daytime public use would 
be located on a site just above a 
parking spot for 15 cars, above 
the orchard and ranchhouse, 
Watson said. 


Watson, a designer-builder. 
said Swari Satchidananda in 
charge of the institute had no 
plans to use the temple as an as­ 
sembly hall or for group gather­ 
ings in any way. 
The nine-sided proposed 
structure would have eight 
chapels — representing the 
“eight major religions of the 
world” — and each of the eight- 
petal-like areas would have a 
small altar, it was testified. 
Testimony by County Tran­ 
sportation Director Leland 
Stewart, relating to concerns of 
access to the proposed temple 
from State Route 154, along 
with that of neighbors along Via 
Clarice, below the temple site, 
who objected to aesthetics of 
the temple and possibility of it 
drawing throngs of people, 


caused Reynolds to continue the 
hearing to Thursday, Jan 26, at 
9:30 a.m. to allow the applicant 
to submit revised plans. 
Reynolds said a negative im­ 
pact declaration as first 
proposed was seen to be in­ 


adequate in view of the con­ 
troversial nature of the project 
and traffic dangers it could 
generate. 


While Via Clarice residents 
below the temple site com­ 


plained at having to look up­ 
ward to it, Col. Sidney Smith, 
who resides above the site, said 
he wouldn’t mind it, but found 
looking "down at the backyards 
of homes on Via Clarice” not 
the most pleasing of sights.

N EW YO RK (U P I) - The at­ 
torney for one of the three foot­ 
ball players involved in the 
Arkansas crisis says this one 
isn’t at all like Notre Dame’s 
messy scandal three years ago, 
and if that’s the case, why is 
everybody is trying to sweep 
the whole thing under the rug? 
Something of a pall fell over 
most of South Bend in 1974 when 
it came to light that a woman 
had complained to the sheriff 's 
office she had been raped by 
some Notre Dame students in 
one of the dormitories of the 
school 


Although the woman swore 
out no formal complaint. Notre 
Dame officials conducted a 
hearing regarding the incident, 
after which six of the team's 
football players were cleared of 
criminal charges, as far as the 
school was concerned, but drew 
a vear s suspension for violat­ 
ing the school's dormitory code 
forbidding after-hour visits by 
women 
The pattern in the Arkansas’ 
affair is strikingly similar. 


On Wednesday, Arkansas 
Coach Lou Holtz suspended 
three of his offensive starters, 
running backs Ben Cowins and 
M icheál Forrest and wide 
receiver Donny Bobo, and said 
they would not play in the 
Orange Bowl game against 
Oklahoma on Jan 2. 
The obvious question was 
what were they being suspend­ 
ed for, but Holtz would not 
provide any reason. 


"The players will not play in 
the football game. For me to 
make any other statement con­ 
cerning this situation would be 
unfair to the players.” is all the 
the Razorbacks’ coach would 
say. 
L a te r, an A rkansas 
spokesman added. “ There were 
no legal problems, no law 
violations" 


All three of the suspended 
players are black John Walker, 
generally regarded Arkansas’ 
leading civil rights lawyer, is 
representing Cowins, one of the 
Southwest Conference’s leading 
ground gainers, and he claims 
the statement made by Holtz 
suggests the players engaged in 
criminal conduct 


“ The students have commit­ 
ted no crime.” Walker told me 
on the phone from Little Rock. 
“ Our position is that the deci­ 
sion of Coach Holtz is totally ar­ 
bitrary and unreasonable.” 
Holtz obviously needed to find 
a way he could explain his 
suspension of 
those three 
players without bringing down 
the roof on him. them and the 
university. 
So nobodv at Arkansas is talk­ 
ing 
For the record, anyway 
Thi‘ school officials aren't talk­ 
ing and the players aren't talk­ 
ing although the friend of one 
of them is being quoted as say­ 
ing the three of them are 
through at Arkansas and are 
heading for Mississippi 


There are all kinds of stories 
circulating around Fayetteville 
today The one that keeps sur­ 
facing most has to do with an 
episode, which occurred in one 
of the dormitories early Tues­ 
day evening 


According to one Razorback 
player, a couple of girls were in 
the dormitory and there was 
some "clowning around." be­ 
tween them and some of the 


football players. But one of the 
girls felt the fun was getting a 
little out of hand and called 
campus security. The univer­ 
sity’s Department of Public 
Safety reported an attempted 
rape at 6:30 p.m. but said the 
girl, who wasn’t identified, 
didn't choose to press charges. 
Fayetteville Police Capt Bud 
Dennis confirms the univer­ 
sity's Security Service called 
him that evening asking that 
Cowins. Forrest and Bobo be 
picked 
up for questioning 
relating t 
"an incident on cam­ 
pus,” but says that somewhat 
later his department received 
another call instructing it to 
cancel the pickup because the 
three had been located 
On Thursday, the University 
of Arkansas held a two-hour 
hearing much the same way 
Notre Dame did three years 
ago The three players attended 
along with Holtz, Broyles, 
Walker and the school's attor­ 
ney At the end of the meeting, 
university officials said they 
were 
not 
reinstating 
the 
players 
Nothing was ever said about 
why they were suspended

After the meeting at the 
home of university trustee Dr 
Raymond P Miller Sr., Cowins 
issued a statement on behalf of 
the three suspended players. 
"We have committed no 
crime although we believe 
some of our athletic advisers

programs. Vincent Rodriguez, 
S o c ia l S e c u r it y b ra n c h 
manager in Santa Maria, said 
today 
Rodriguez noted that some 
programs pay benefits based on 
occupational disability; social 
se c u rity does not. Som e 
programs pay benefits based on 
percentage 
of 
impairment; 
social security does not Some 
programs pay benefits on short­ 
term disability; social security 
does not 
What social security does. 
Rodriguez continued, is to pay 
benefits to severly disabled 
workers who have worked long 
enough and recently enough un­ 
der social security and to cer­ 
tain members of their families. 
To be disabled under the 
social security law, a worker 


must have a physical or mental 
impairment so severe that it 
prevents him or her from 
engaging in substantial gainful 
work for a year or longer or is 
expected to result in death. 


The amount of social security 
work credit needed to qualify 
for benefits depends on the 
worker’s age at the time he or 
she becomes disabled. It ranges 
from lMi years of credit earned 
in a 3-year period for a worker 
disabled at age 24 or earlier, up 
to almost 7 years of credit (with 
5 years of credit earned in the 
10-year period before dis­ 
ablement) for a worker dis­ 
abled in his or her late 40s or 
later 


Rodriguez added that no 
benefits are payable during the 
first five full months the 
worker is disabled; the first 
possible payment is for the six­ 
th full month of disability

'Sunshine Law' 


It was sometime ago that 
the Congress passed what is 
known as the “Government in 
the Sunshine Law.” The law 
b a sic a lly re q u ire d open 
meetings by federal agencies 
but it was heavily criticized by 
all media as having too many 
“ loopholes.” 
It was media’s contention 
that Congress always has dif­ 
ficulty in approving any 
measure that allows a full and 
complete look and for that 
reason the “ loopholes” were 
created. 
It now appears that the 
criticism was warranted. 
A report by the Library 
of Congress to a Senate 
Government Affairs subcom­ 
mittee concludes that during 
the first six months of the new 
“Sunshine Law” more than 


h a lf of f e d e r a l a g e n c y 
meetings remained closed to 
the press and public. 


Here are the statistics: Of 
1,003 meetings conducted dur­ 
ing the first six months of the 
law, 527 were closed to some 
extent — 339 completely and 
188 partially. Of the 527 closed 
meetings, only 193 were ex­ 
em pt under the law for 
reasons of national security, 
financial confidentiality or 
personal privacy. The law 
provides for 10 exceptions. 


If members of Congress are 
sincere about a “ Sunshine 
Law,” it would appear that 
when they reconvene in 
January, they should take a 
look at this report and see 
what can be done about closing 
so many “loopholes.”

WASHINGTON—Here’s a Christmas 
story to gladden the heart of Tiny Tim. 
The world’s largest wheelchair manufac­ 
turer is being brought to book on an­ 
titrust charges of profiteering at the ex­ 
pense of handicapped Americans 
The firm of Everest and Jennings has 
controlled 
two-thirds 
of the U S wheelchair 
m arket since 1955 It 
h a s 
c a r t e l - l i k e 
arrangem ents abroad 
that allow the com­ 
pany to dictate prices 
and distribution not 
only within the United 
S tates but in such 
countries as Britain, 
Canada. Mexico and 
West Germany. 
We first presented 
evidence of the com­ 
pany’s Scrooge-like price gouging in a 
column on Feb 20, 1974 We reported 
that the company was charging han­ 
d ic a p p e d 
A m e ric a n s $495 fo r a 
wheelchair virtually identical to the ones 
that were selling in England for $135 For 
that m atter, experts consider the British 
buy even better because it was equipped 
with pneumatic front tires. 
R alf H o tc h k iss, a h an d ica p p ed 
engineer working with us, attem pted to 
place an order for 10 of the wheelchairs 
with the largest E verest and Jennings 
distributor in England When he asked 
they be shipped to the United States, the 
deal was called off. He found the same 
"no sale" policy for Americans in West 
Germany. 
Now at long last, the Justice Depart­ 
m ent has initaited an titru st action 
against Everest and Jennings, using 
many of the facts brought to light in our 
column nearly four years ago. 
A departm ent memo spells out a pat­ 
tern of alleged monopolistic practices 
dating back to 1955 They allegedly in­ 
clude intimidation of competitors, illegal 
price-rigging and exorbitant salaries for 
the company’s chief executives and their 
families. 


In legalistic language, the mem o 
relates a modern Charles Dickens tale of 
a corporate Scrooge that kept acquiring 
w h e e lc h a ir c o m p an ie s, squeezing 
wheelchair users and piling up profits 
The victim s, of course, have been 
millions of handicapped Americans who 
have depended upon their wheelchairs 
for mobility. 


Three mem bers of the Jennings fam i­ 
ly. meanwhile, collected more than 
$500,000 a year in salaries, dividends and 
other emoluments, we reported in 1974 
The Justice Department now bears out 
our disclosure of ram pant nepotism 
States the memo: "The officers of (the 
company) have been paid extremely 
high salaries and the Jennings family in­ 
terests in p articular have received 
through salaries and return on equity, 


extremely large am ounts.” 
Footnote: An attorney for Everest and 
Jennings told us the company denies all 
significant charges brought by the 
government — expecially those alleging 
antitrust violations. The company also 
wants to recover any costs and expenses 
incurred in the case 
HOSPITAL CRISIS: While congres­ 
smen battled over federal funding for 
abortions, several hospitals had to 
scramble to keep from closing down 
The anti-abortion forces, led by Rep 
Henry Hyde. R-Ill., would not allow 
federal funds to be spent for abortions. A 
stubborn refusal to compromise by both 
sides tem porarily blocked hundreds of 
millions of dollars from being ap­ 
propriated 
It appeared that the worst result of the 
delay would be late paychecks for 
government bureaucrats. But we’ve now 
learned that the prolonged congressional 
stalling had a potentially damaging im ­ 
pact on thousands of innocent Americans 
who had nothing to do with the abortion 
flap 
At least eight public health service 
hospitals and 26 clinics across the 
country were forced to operate for weeks 


at a time with virtually no budget at all 
because of the funding delay. 
These medical institutions, stretching 
from Baltimore to Seattle, care for sick 
and aged federal beneficiaries. Most of 
them have nowhere else to go for treat­ 
ment. 
During the first week of December, for 
exam ple, "th e re w as absolutely no 
money for anything." according to a con­ 
fidential m em o prepared for House 
M erchant 
M arine C hairm an 
John 
Murphy. D-N.Y. 
"This mode of operation," declared 
the secret study, "is sheer lunacy ... The 
whole operation comes to a complete 
standstill." 
The patients, of course, were not left 
helpless by concerned hospital officials. 
Congress passed tem porary appropria­ 
tions to relieve emergencies and keep 
facilities from shutting down. 
But the congressional docum ent 
pointed out that the hospitals already 
were "understaffed in many areas" and 
that the freeze on funds could be called 
"dangerous.’’ There were also insuf­ 
ficient funds to maintain and repair 
equipment which, therefore, was “ not 
operating at the level of service" 


required by federal regulations. 
Footnote: We called several hospital 
adm inistrators for their comments. “We 
would be in trouble in time of emergen­ 
cy." conceded one administrator when 
asked about the budget delays. Another 
adm itted: “ We definitely got to the brink 
on this." But he said the delays did not 
cause a dire emergency.

Mr Vernon Jordan has reiterated his 
call on black American voters to press 
their demands on the Administration, 
rejecting the argument that, the civil 
rights of black people having been as­ 
sured. the path toward social progress 
becomes an extra-racial question. It is 
certainly true that the 
black v o te rs have 
banded together in re­ 
c e n t e le c tio n s , no 
doubt perceiving their 
f o r t u n e s 
a s 
c o ­ 
extensive with those of 
the Democratic Party. 
This assum ption is 
enocuraged by Mr. 
Jordan and it is a pity, 
the more so since hec­ 
tic social programs of 
the kind th at have 
b lo sso m e d 
du r i n g 
years of Democratic legislation have not 
had the desired effect 
As previously 
mentioned, black unemployment is now 
twice as high as white and, among 
te e n -a g e rs, th re e t i m e s _ a s high. 
Mr Jordan should beware, and for two 
reasons 
The first, on which I have 
alread y touched, is th at th e re is 
mounting evidence that the kind of 
proposals that commend themselves to 
him (Humphrey-Hawkins, inflationary 
spending, crash educational projects) 
have tended to dim ish rather than 
enhance black prospects. The second is 
that there is a m ajor possibility that in 
strengthening the responsibility of the 
government, black leaders distract at­ 
tention from the need to reinforce the 
responsibility of those who will, or will 
not. lead the next generation of black 
children out of such disadvantage as it 
now endures: namely, the black parents 
who have the major influence over their 
households. 
Tough and realistic black leaders here 
and there see through the facile advice of 
the black-caucus types The other day on 
the 60 Minutes CBS p ro g ram , the 
Rev 
Jesse Jackson was filmed lec­ 
turing to his black audience. “ If we can 
run faster and shoot a basket straighter 
on a bad diet, we can learn on the same 
diet. You may not be responsible for be­ 
ing down, but you are responsible for 
f a i l i n g to g e t u p . ” T h e R e v . 
Jackson, a powerful orator and a man of 
fierce pride in his race, has become the 
symbol of self-help, asking his fellow 
blacks to improve themselves, to take 
advantage of what opportunities they 
have, and to stop crying about the 
responsibility of the government to look 
after them 
Mr. W illiam R aspberry, a black 
columnist and w riter for the Washington 
Post, recently undertook a research 
p ro ject. He looked down the long 
columns of the Sunday paper advertising 
job openings, and then interviewed some 
of the men who had placed those ads, and 
some of the men who had responded to 
them He discovered that unskilled labor 
is by and large unattracted to such op­ 


portunities as are available. He cited as 
an example a young black man who 
worked less than a half day at a garage 
because the work offered was menial. 


A talk with the black worker brought 
out his candid reply that the work simply 
did not appeal A talk with the employer 
brought the comment: “ I don’t know 
what the problem is. We used to do 
background checks and referrals and all 
that, but now we’ll hire just about 
anyone who shows up if he looks like he 
wants to work We don’t (even) care 
about jail records. We hire people all the 
time (at the minimum wage) but they 
won’t stay. I don’t know. I think maybe 
it’s not understanding what work is 
about ” 


P ro fesso r M ichael Novak is an 
observer of positively lascivious liberal 
pedigree, and he has written recently not 
without a trace of impatience, “ Poverty 


does not excuse the individual, especially 
not in these days of welfare, mass educa­ 
tion, and cheap paperback books ... The 
sad fact about black achievement in this 
country, which the new liberals will not 
face, is that even many blacks with am­ 
ple opportunity are falling behind their 
white counterparts by as much as a 
grade or more in school." 
Mr Novak points out that about a third 
of all black families have incomes of 
over $15,000 per year; that 35 percent of 
all black males and females between 18 
and 22 have been going to college for 
some years now. The conditions are, 
then, ripe for self-improvement. And it is 
not impossible that in due course black 
leaders will realize that the final eman­ 
cipation of their people will be done in a 
society that unshackles itself of the yoke 
of that big government which Vernon 
Jordan is now, in high delusion, urging on 
them.
